Ed Toomey, Lowell manager of 
the New England Telephone Com- 
pany said that the plans for Wil- 
mington service had been speeded 
up at the insistance of Selectman 
John Brooks, 

The service will be to Boston, 
and not from Boston, Toomey said, 
and will be only for residential 
subscribers, and not business sub- 
scribers, 

Calls made by business subscri- 
bers, and calls made from Boston 
to Wilmington will be on a regular 
charge basis, the same as at pre- 
sent, Toomey told the Selectmen, 


New Building 

The new, telephone building now 
being planned for the Wilmington 
Square area, will be ready on Aug. 
1, 1965, Toomey said, according 
to present plans of the telephone 
company. 

It will be a dial office, and will 
connect in back with the present 


telephone company building on 
Church Street. The front of the 
building will face Main Street, on 
the new vant lot opposite Poole’s 
Bakery. The expected cost is 
$225,000 for the building, which 
will be of brown brick, with four 
columns of limestone, showing in 
the front. The building will have 
some extraordinary standards, -a 
floor strength of 175 pounds to the 
square foot, an average ceiling 
height of 13 1/2 feet, and will be 
completely air conditioned, The 
bays and frames will be cut, (pre- 
fabricated) by Western Electric, 

The humidity will be controlled, 
and the building will be dust free, 


New Rates still Unknown 


Toomey told the Selectmen that, 
as of the present, he did not know 
what charges would be made to lo- 
cal resident subscribers for the 
new. proposed Boston service, He 
said that residents could have their 
choice asto whether they preferred 
a ‘local’ service (as at present)or 
the ‘Boston’ service.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
AT END OF SUMMER 


As a result of a report by Supt. 
of Schools Harold S Shea, there is 
a possibility of a Special Town 
Meeting in the last of August or 
early September, for the purpose 
of voting funds for the construction 
of a new Intermediate School, at 
the end of Carter Lane, 

Shea reported to the School Com- 
mittee last night that he had made 
two visits to the State Building 
Assistance Commission, and that 
the preliminary work of preparing 
the ‘educational specifications’ for 
the new school has been completed.

I am sure the Board 
of Library Trustees would be 
among the first to admit that they 
are all laymen regarding brary 
work, and that the guiding hand 
of a professional who has not 
only library service experience 
but also brary building experien- 
ce would be of great value.

BOARD OF HEALTH WANTS 
DE CAROLIS INFORMATION 


The Board of Health, Monday 
night, informed James De Carolis 
of Tewksbury that it wanted ‘per- 
culation’ tests on every lot, of the 


25 lot De Carolis Estates, in the 
rear of the Woburn Street School, 

Chairman Gus Walker stated to 
De Carolis that, in cases where 
two lots were obviously very simi- 
lar, a perculation test might be 
enough for both, depending on the 
judgement of the Town Sanitarian 
and Public Health Officer. Walker 
said that some of the land in the 
Proposed development was ‘sub- 
marginal’ 

In addition to Board of Health 
members the meeting was attended 
by Selectmen and Planning Board 
members, Only Selectman John 
Brooks and Planning Board mem~- 
ber Bob Evans spoke, of the two 
boards, 

Mr De Carolis objected strongly 
Saying that he was going to alter 
the levels of the proposed develop- 
ment, and that the perculation 
tests should be taken after the new 
levels had been established, 
proposed, that about half a dozen 
tests would be satisfactory at the 
present time, 

Walker and Mrs Boylen, of the 
Board of Health said that they had 
‘spent a couple of hours onthe pro- 
perty that afternoon, and that there 
were places at the 118 foot level 
where children went skating. He 
felt that the proposal by De Carolis 
to level the property by transfer- 
ring land from the high spots 
might mean putting rocks and peat 
in the low spots, and did not en- 
tertain any proposals other than 
that the perculation test holes be 
dug down to the proposed levels 
of the development,

BOARD OPPOSES 
SUB-STATION SIT 


‘The Wilmington Planning Board, 
‘Tuesday night, opposed a proposal 
of the Reading Municipal Light 
Dept. to erect a sub station for the 
distribution of electric power, in 
a site off Main Street, near Wil- 
mington Square, 

‘The Light Department, repre- 
sented by Gen Manager Hector 
Glanoscol, Board Chairman Wini- 
fred Spurr, Clayton Downes, and 
Atty J Warren Killam Jr. 

‘The.new sub-station, the Board 
of Appeals was told, was planned 
to ‘be located alongside the B&M 
tracks, and just south of the Burl- 
ington Avenue bridge. 

I was the point where there 
were four power lines meeting, 
and: the station was designed for 
the growing power needs of the 

ea, Glanoscol told the board, 

The costs were estimated at 
$70,000, which, together with wire 
costs from the Boston Edison lines 
would make the total costs about 
$185,000, 

The Reading light exhibited a 
picture of a similar station which 
had been installed very close to 
Lynnfield common, withevergreen 
trees planted close to a chain link 
fence. The Wilmington substation 
would look like the Lynnfield one, 
they said, 

It was, they told the board, the 
best service for the community

where it was needed. The rated 
capacity of the sub-station would 
be 13,800 kilovolts, 

James Banda and Bob Evans of 
the Wilmington Planning Board 
objected to the site, and asked that 
the sub-station be placed elsewhere 

Banda asked to be recorded as 
‘strongly in opposition’ saying that 
a transformer right at the entrance 
to the town square would be ‘de- 
finetly a deterrent’. 

Evans called it a ‘monstrosity’ 
and doubted if the transformer 
could be hidden by the foliage, if 
it were placed as proposed, in the 
hollow below the bridge and Main 
Street, 

He admitted that the signs now 
on the site, which the Reading light 
Plans to remove ‘were eyesores’ 
‘which we have tried to have re- 
moved’ and cited further that the 
town had tried unsuccessfully to 
beautify the place, 

Wilmington merchants, Evans 
told the board, now have come 
forward with a plan for the area, 
and he hoped that they would be 
able to accomplish what the go- 
vernment could not, 

Evans was taken back a bit when 
shown the picture of the Lynnfield 
sub-station, but resumed his attack 
saying that the industrial land for 
the area was on the other side of 
the railroad tracks, and that the 
Sub-station should also be there, 

Mr. Glanoscol told the board 
that in order to locate on the other 
side the Reading Light would have 
to obtain easements from the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad, to have 
power lines under the Burlington 
Avenue bridge.
